The hearing is a result of a meet- 
ing held in the chambers of Lionel 
Wilson，judge of the Superior 
Court，November 20.

Speaking on behalf of plaintiffs 
who have filed a class action suit 
against Evelle Younger，state at- 
torney general in California，for 
the publication of a“distorted” 
intelligence bulletin concerning 
Chinese， Mason Wong of the 
Youth Service _ Center and Mike 


Lee of Neighborhood Legal Assis- 
tance 1last week reaffitmed their 
rejection of Younger's“apology” 


as released to local media ( 卫 /W 
Nov. 21, 28). 

In an interview with East/West， 
they expressed their dissatisfaction 
with the way Younger has apolo- 
gized. “What he has done is to 
apologize for the cover and the 
impression of the bulletin, said 
Wong.“He still has not admitted 
that the report is distorted.” 

Both Wong and Lee feel that a 
retraction of the bulletin，as re- 
quested in the lawsuit，has not 
been made. Nor have any of the 
plaintiffs been contacted by 
Younger's office. 

“The publication of such a re- 
port indicates how very deep in- 
stitutional racism is 一 that even 
the Justice Department is not ex- 
empt from it said Wong. 


Wong feels that the report，hin 
Putting Asian Americans in anega- 
tive light，will affect how police 
will treat Asian American youths. 
He cited the 世 .A. race riot in the 
1950s and the Chicago riot ia 
1968 as exainples of how negative 
psychological preparation of po- 
licemen can lead to disasters. 

Both Wong and Lee emphasized 
that the lawsuit is an attempt to 
prevent similar bulletins from be- 
ing published in the future and to 
force law enforcement agencics to 
be more responsive to the ce 
American community.

In the past， many were disappointed at the associationas 
and left，because they found their policy too conservative， 
thelir programs too limited, and their electoral process irreg- 
ular. But'by taking off, these ex-members have not helped 
the cause.

We therefore feel that joining or re-joining community as- 
Soclatlons 1Ss one of the ways to revitalize Chinatown. This 
community has hundreds of associations. If the majority of 
thbem will take on a new direction, the impact on the com- 
munity will be noticeable. 

Chinese-Americans, this ls your home community. We call 
on you to return, and, as a start, join your own district or 
family associations. We cannot promise you everything will 
be roses.

A_ Chinese bilingual project re- 
ceived another crippling blow last 
week when the assistant SupPeT- 
intendent of elementary education 
announced plans to trim bilingual 
classes by one half，one class Per 
grade level，because of Field 人 ct 
renovations- 

Isadore Pivnick，the assistant 
superintendent, said some elemen- 
tary students from schools need- 
ing renovation wil be transferred 
to other schools with Proposition 


_Afunds. 


Commodore Stockton，one of 
the schools in thebilingual project， 
is expected to have 175 elemen- 
tary students relocated- 

The other blow that the Chinese 
Bilingual Pilot Project，Title 7，is 
facing is federal cutbacks on gov- 
ermment programs.The project is 
in its final year and is uncertain 
abonut its financial future. Withonut 
federal funds from Title 7 of the 
Elementary and Secondary 了 上 duca- 
tion Act, the program will end. 

”EUNDS SOUGHT 

However， in view of the cutoff 
of Title 7 funds in June, 1974, the 
Project has tried to look elsewhere 
for funds. 

First，project personnel are trY- 
ing to obtain an extension of Title 
7 funds for next year. They hope 
to _ convince the commissioner of 
education that the Program merits 
continued funding because of its 
“exceptional merit”and“urgent 
need2 

Second, they hope to popose an 
amendment in Titie 7 legislationm 
that would insure funds for at 
least one demonstration project 
for each ethnic group in the na- 
tional bilingual program. 

Third, they are looking into the 
Possibility of ESAA (Emergency 
School Aid Act) fundqs. About $9 
mijllion is _ currently available in 
ESAA monies for bilingual educa- 
tion. Funds from this source might 
be used to obtain more curriculum 
writers and a bilingual center for 
disseminating and developing cur- 
riculum materials-. 

Fourth, they feel the S.EF. school 
district has the responsibility of 
continuing the pilot project 让 
federal funds run out-. 

PUBLIC REACTION 

During its five years of existence， 
the bilingual program has faced an 
uphil battle in getting public un- 
derstanding of its nature and sig- 
njficance。Victor Low，Pprogram 
manager for the project, said,，“Bi- 
lingual education is realy a new 
thing in education. Much of what 
we are doing has never been done 
before.” 

One of five Chinese bijlingual 
projects operating in the country 
and the only one producing cur- 
riculum materials，the S.F. bilin- 
gual project is one of its kind in 
the school system. It is the only 
program that uses both English 
and Chinese as media of instruc- 
tion。. It is often confused with 
other ESL (English as a Second 
Language) Programs. The Chinese 
Bilingual Program (ESL) and the 
Chinese 上 Education Center, for in- 
stance，only deal in English in- 


struction. 

“When you look at the figures 
being spent for Chinese bilingual 
education, it looks like a lot. On 
closer_ examination，you will see 
that our program takes in only a 
small amount of the total”com- 
mented Roger Tom，curriculum 
coordinator for the bilingual pro- 


ETHNIC PLURALISM 

The bilingual program is much 
more comprehensive than the typi- 
cal ESL program. In contrast to 
the“%melting pot”idea of assimjla- 
tion，the program is based upon 
the concept of ethnic pluralism， 
meaning the encouragement and 
development of different ethnic 
styles within society: It OPPoses 
the ”monolingual，monocultural 
了 Perspective. 

The Chinese bilingual program is 
small in view of the potential num- 
ber of bilingual students who can 
benefit from it. In San Francisco， 
where it has been estimated that 
minorities will make up half of 
the population by 1975，the Hu- 
Iman Rights Commission says that 
there_are about 6,000 more chil- 


-drenin need ofbilingual education- 


At preseat 和 tie Chinese .Pilot 
project serves only 290 school- 
children in 11-classes from gades 
one to five in two schools. Because 
of the recent court desegregation 
order，over 40 per cent，or 116 
chijildren, are English-speaking, non- 
Chinese children. 

Unlike conventional_ school 
operations，the actual administra- 
tion of the project demands mmore 
coordination. Without 3a IasteT 
plan to follow，the staff has had 
to adapt to situations as they have 
arisen. 

Special curriculum writers write 
up Cantonese language and Chi- 
nese _ cultural studies. Paraprofes- 
sionals in , the classrooms WorkK 
with the 10 project teachers to 
help out with instruction. Addi- 
tional demands are made on the 
Project from other Chinese bijlin- 
gual centers in the country that 
need curriculum materials. 
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“REMEDIAL- 

One of the biggest obstacles the 
bilingual project bas cncountered 
is the“remedial” connotation 8giv- 
en to it. “People have stereotyped 
our project as a remedial Project 
designed to help non-English - 
speaking students， said Low-. 

In fact, a recent evaluation done 
by professional analysts has chal- 
lenged_ those connotations. Their 
findings show that ESL and CSL 
(Chinese as a Second Language) 
students in the bilingual Project 
have reached higher levels of 
achievement in reading，Wwriting 
and math than their peers in the 
district and Zone II (Chinatown- 
Mission) schools-. 

However，these evaluations did 
not take into_ account the stu- 
dents' abijlities at the entry level， 


the “dongitudinal growth” of each - 


student. 

“It has been really difficult to 
Imeasure how much a student has 
learned from our program. For eX- 
ample, out of the original 25 who 
started the Program five years ago， 
only five have remained, said 
Torm， 

PARENT SUPPORT 

The evaluation results also point- 
ed out that parents were highly 
supportive of the_ program. Over 
92 per cent of the ESL Parents 
and 90 per cent of the CSL Par- 
ents wanted their children to con- 
tinue in the program. In fact，a 
group called San Francisco Parents 
for Chinese Bilingual Education 
was formed in October 1973. 

In its first meeting，the groupP 
voted to ask the S.F. school dis- 
trict to_ establish a Chinese bilin- 
gualjbicultural school. According 
to the group's newsletter, this neW 
school would “provide an inte- 
grated educational experience for 
both English-speaking and Chinese- 
speaking children from kinder- 
garten to grade 6 . . . (andj serve 
as the demonstration， training， 
and resource facility for satellite 
Chinese bijlingual/bicultural classes 
in the school district.”

So they 
wrote with us a common political 
program. 

NATIONALIST PARTY 

“So it is not true to say Si- 
hanouk continues,“that Cambodia， 
or the Cambodia of Sihanouk is 
Communist， We are not Commu- 
nist，there are simply Communists 
within ouUFr movement. They adopt 
with us the national political pro- 
巩 am which means that there is no 
more a Communist Party and a 
Siharnoukist Party, but all are mem- 
bers of a_national party，the Na- 
tional Front.” 

Sihanouk was asked under what 
conditions he might ever consider a 
reconciliation with the United 
States， 

“We put only one condition to be 
friends with the USA: that is the re- 
spect of our sovereignty，OUT Don- 
alignment policy. So 让 the USA ac- 
cepts putting an end to its inter- 
vention into our afifairs，we may be 
friends with Washington，We -are 
not hostile to the American people， 
but we are hostile to President 
Nixon. We are hostile to the present 
government in Washington. 

“We want to be yout friend，but 
Nixon prefers to consider Lon Nol 
as Cambodia. The only obstacle to 
normalizing oOUr relations with the 
USA would be the ending of the 
support given to Lon Nol by Presi- 
dent Nixon， We proposed to estab- 
lish good，friendly and even diplo- 
matic relations between Washington 
and Us，but Nixon refused.” 

NIXON MEETING

In his book，Sihanouk elaborates 
on this incident.

SOVIET APPROVAL 

Also, since oUT conversation with 
Sihanouk that August afternoonm， 
the RGNUC has obtained Soviet 
endorsement，heretofore withheld. 
It is speculated that with the ten- 
uous, but increasingly friendly rela- 
tions with the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. 
willcome a relaxation on the part of 
Washington toward the Soviet s neW 
ally， Cambodia. 

Sihanouk has faith that the 
change in Cambodian-U.S. relations 
could come from the American 
people. He says，“I think that 
America should force Nixon to 
change his mind，because in reality 
nobody threatens America. There is 
no yellow peril, there is only a “yel- 
low perilh in the mind of Nixon. The 
yellows” want one thing 一 that is to 
be free, to be independent and they 
want to be youtr friend, to cooperate 
in a friendly fashion with you. 

“We have never had any love for 
the USA. I apologize to you, but we 
can have a reconciliation very easily， 
you know，since we will have 3 
reconciliation Unguided .by senti- 
Iments of love.， We have no love for 
each other.

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The Asian-American 
educaftion Scene: an update

In an East/West article one month ago (E/W, Oct.31), Istated tihat 
SFUSD educational “leaders”were not deserving of their titles，let 
alone their pay, since they could not do simple things like show leader- 
ship at professional conferences. 

Well, in the just-passed National Council of Social Studies Confer- 
ence held here in San Francisco, SFUSD social studies “leaders”again 
distinguished themselves by their singular absence from anything intel- 
jectual. 

The few SFUSD names that were seen had mostiy to do with host- 
ing and tourng.

At the age of 69,，Sing Lum of 
Bakersfield，California，feels he"?s 
“sitting on top of the world 一 - 
with three sons successful in their 
own businesses，13 grandchildren 
to Play with，recent recognition 
from the Panama Union School 
District，and an Upcorming track 
meet in Australia to boot. 

Bor and raised in Bakersfield， 
Sing remembers always having to 
help his father grow vegetables on 
his 20 acres of rented farm land. 
Because he was needed at home， 
he did not have a chance to fulfill 
his aspirations to become a sclen- 
tist. “TI was good at math and 
chemistry and the high school 
principal wanted me to go on to 
college, but I couldn't，” he sadly 
reminisced. 

The years passed and the Lum 
family was forced to sell off much 
of their original ranch of 40 acres 


for subdividqing. But Sing retained _ 


his self-built home at 2510 Wilson 
Road and a ranch of 240 acres 27 
majles away in the Shafter area. Al- 
though now':retired, he continues 
to _ help his son with the fruits， 
cotton, alfalfa, Pumpkins, mmelons， 
and vegetables grown on the 
ranch . 
HARDWORKING 

His wife，Mae，says Sing is just 
like his mother, Jane Quan Lum 一 
energetic and hardworking. Born 
in San Erancisco,， Jane Lum came 
to Bakersfield at the age of. 20 to 
Imarry Sing's father，Woo Lum,，a 
fruit grower. The two worked hard 
together to _ build up their ranch. 
Even in her nineties，Jane was 
often seen daily -caring for her 
small garden，rmarketing produce， 
keeping the wood supply 包 led， 
and planting Chinese lilies for gifts. 
She died at the age of 95 . 

Sing Lum, following in her hard- 
working tradition，was featured in 
Cotton magazine in July of 1967 
for his“beanuitiful crop of cotton， 
raised without chemicals. 

He also follows her in the tradi- 
tion of ancestor worship: Three or 
four times a year，Sing faithfully 
Performs therites atthe Sing Gong 
Temple on the birthdays of 玉 wan 
Yin, goddess of mercy. 

DEATH DUEL 

Still fresh in his memories are 
his two duels with death. 了 e was 
told thathe was born aweak baby 
and ,that only after a number of 
Chinese wormen prayed to 术 wamn 
Yin at the temple was he able to 
cryY as loud as a _ healthy baby 
should. 

Then in 1937 with a ruptured 
appendix,， he was told by the doc- 
tors that there was no hope. As his 


“mother prayed at the' temple，he 


remermbers a whispering in the ear 
telling him to“wake up”and an 
invisible force “exercising me all 
night long to getrid of the polson 
within me.”Again, Sing survived. 
Although busy on the ranch， 
Sing found time to attend to civic 
affairs.。 The only Chinese on the 
Stine School Board in Bakersfielda 
from 1940 to 1951，Sing was re- 
sponsible for combining the Stine

The Powerful police officers” 
lobby continued to testify during 
the hearing，and haqd occasion to 
cheer several times more as the 
Commission voted to appeal re- 
cent court decisions that mandat- 
ed a quota hiring system for Police 
and fire _ departments (了 /W Nov. 
29). The commissioners also acted 
on a request that the weighting of 
the physical vs. the written police 
Exarm be changed from 500 points 
each to 750 for the written and 
250 for the physical. 

COMPROMISE 

Commissioner Costello indicated 
he _ could go for this，but Chow 
suggested a compromise ratio of 
60-40. It finally ended up at 65 
per cent for the written vsS. 35 for 
the physical. Commissioner Taran- 
tino pointed out that when Crow- 
ley wanted the height requirement 
reinstituted，he rattled off statis- 
tics Supporting _ stronger， more 
physical cops.Then when Crowley 
wanted the written given more 
weight，he mentioned that only 
15 per cent of a police officer's 
duties involve physical work. Orsil 
suggested，tongue in cheek，that 
maybe Civil Service should just 
hire 15 per cent 6:7”candidates. 

The succession. of setbacks for 
minority entry into the police de- 
Partment was too much for 及 ath- 
-eryn Fong，executive director of 


the Chinese Media Committee, and 
Anna Stockman of the Mexican- 
American Political Association. 
Both women spoke of the threat- 
ening _ atmosphere at the hearing 
and -Stockman said she felt 
“ashamed to be a resident of San 
Francisco”and that she“'felt fear 


by what (she has) seen and heard.” 


Both were also the object of racial 
slurs, heckling and rude treatment 
from the offt-duty crowd. 

LONG HOURS 

开 athy Fong，who has been one 
member of the Chinese commu- 
nity putting in l1ong hours in nego- 
tiations with the Civil Service staff 
to _ have the height requirement 
lifted，spoke in frustration and 
emotion and had difficulty even 
speaking at first. She received little 
sympathy from the police. 

When she spoke of the contribu- 
tion of Chinese in building the 
rajlroad, there were scattered jeers. 
When she spoke of the firefighters 
who keep the cities of Asia in one 
piece，someone countered with 
“Yeh, but who built those cities.” 
When she asked that people of yel- 
low skin be given a chance, Some- 
one remarked that“this is the last 
chance youU get.”These were the 
only two people who spoke at the 
hearing in opposition to the police 
officers” positions，and both re- 
ceived a shabby treatment from 
the audience. Almost no one ap- 
plauded when they finished，and 
both were adamant in their belief 
that they felt threatened by the 
police. 

A Chinese police officer,Michael 
Chan，strongly criticized Ms. Fong 
and Ms. Stockman for their state- 
ments and said he had never been 


discrimninated against in the de- 
partment. He was cheered. 
REPOSTED 

The police exam will now have 
to be reposted and applications 
will have to be resubmitted. Orsi 
indicated he would probably nar- 
row the exam to San Francisco 
residents only。、He doubts that 
there are many Asian applicants 
who will be disqualified by the 
5”6”ruling. As of Monday there 
were 3571 applicants，with about 
2150 of 也 em residents of San 
Francisco. There were 165 Orien- 
tal and 128 Filipino applicants 
with 109 Oriental San Franciscans 
and 82 Filipino city dwellers. 

Orsi is confident he will have a 
pool to_ choose from. However， 
there might be those who feel that 
an apologyis due the Chinese com- 
munity before any new officers 
join the San Francisco police force-
